Layer  numbers  during  1973  averaged  293  million,  down  5  percent  from  the  307 
million  average  of  1972 .  The  annual  average  production  per  layer  on  hand  in  1973 
was  227  eggs,  unchanged  from  1972. 

Potential  layers  (hens  and  pullets  of  laying  age  plus  pullets  3  months  old  and 
older  not  of  laying  age)  on  hand  December  1,  1973  totaled  349  million,  1  percent  be- 
low a  year  earlier.  Of  the  349  million  birds,  85  percent  were  of  laying  age  and 
15  percent  were  pullets  3  months  old  or  older  not  of  laying  age0
